said, he offered to sell machine gruns 
to the department for ?500 each, but 
it was rejected.

located was once a' good-sized village, 
hut you would not know it to look at 
it now.

I have visited one of the larger cit- 
ies about 25 miles from here. 
It was 
not destroyed although the enemy army 
passed through there .at 
one time. 
There are some nice churches in Low- 
fll but I think that they are not quite 
as nice as these over here in Franco 
which were probably built 'hundreds 
of years ago. 
Both on ihe inside and 
outside sand bags arc piled up high 
around the statues and carving to pro- 
tect them from air raids. 
I suppose the boys got a great send- 
off when they left Lowell and I hope 
thoy did. 
We had a pretty lonesome 
trip on the way over: there was noth- 
ing to pee but water 
and not 
one 
drop of that was fit to drink. We land- 
ed in 
and started from there 
for our camp in the south of Knglancl. 
We had been riding in the trains for 
about nine hours and It was midnight 
when we started our hike. We stayed 
at that camp about four days and then 
the five regiments went to London for 
a review: 
It was some sight. T have seen large 
crowds in Lowell on different holidays 
but 
none could compare 
with 
the 
crowd in London on Wednesday. Aug. 
15th. 
The boys sure got a great re- 
ception from the 
people 
alone: 
the 
streets. 
We passud 
the 
king and 
queen in front of Buckingham 
palace 
and went into Green park where lunch 
was served to the five regiments. We 
were also reviewed by the 
American; 
ambassador and by Admiral Sims, and; 
at last "Yankee Doodle" 
could 
say 
i 
that he "went to 
London" 
and 
he 
wasn't riding on "a hayrack." 
It was 
too bad that the countries were so far' 


apart that the people In the United 
States could not *eo the welcome that 
those five regiments received. 


I suppose Old Fritz might have grot 
us on the way over but :ve didn't see 
one of hi* U-boats on the way across. 
We went back to camp 
and 
stayed 
there for a few days until wo started 
again for the south of Kngland to the 
seaport where wo boarded 
the 
boat 
that brought us to France. 
"Sunny France," they say, but I fail 
to see it HO far. 
All we get Is rain 
and then some, and at this writing it 
is raining pretty hard. There is a good- 
slr.ed town about five miles from our 
present camp which the boys have vis- 
ited off n .d on. 
There one can see 
in real life the buildings and 
people 
that we had been used to seeing in 
moving pictures at home. 
"We've gone 
to the "movies" several 
times over 
here but the pictures were the 
same 
that we had seen in America two years 
ago. 
The buildings in this town are 
pretty wo 11 shot up 
and it will be a 
great trip for sightseers to tome over 
h*?r« after the war. 
Things were 
pretty 
noisy around 
here this 
morning about breakfast 
time. It seemed like a reproduction of 
the American Fourth of July but on a 
larger scale. Although we are located 
quite a way behind the lines one could 
hear the bis guns very 
plainly^ and 


when they started in on their morning 
hymn the ground and building's shook. 


The boys of this company are fiied 
pretty well as far as shelter is 
con- 
cerned. We are living in low huis with 
five blankets, a cot and two stoves, so 
it is not as bad as one might 
think.

The French people sure have used the 
boys from America O.K., and wherever 
one goes ho will see them together on 
the streets. The boys from Australia 
are about as fine a bunch of men as 
one would want to meet 
Well, I think I have written quite a 
lot for one time, so I will close as the 
censor may pet tirod of reading this 
long story.

"tscendancy to financial supremacy in 
the world in the brii-c space of three 
years, gives every ;>romlse of continue 
ing: after peace comes, according to the 
annual report of the bureau of foreign 
and domestic commerce. 


"It is probable that the demand bv 
European countries," the' report says, 
"especially Russia, France and Bel- 
gium, for building material, machinery 
railway equipment and other construc- 
tion and reconstruction material will be 
larger than during the war. Much of 
our new business in South and Central 
America, Australia and the far east, as 
well as in Africa, is expected to be per- 
manent, especially in view of our in 
creased purchases of raw materials and 
foodstuffs from these countries." 
Since 1914 the How of gold has been 
steadily toward the United States . in 
payment for this country's goods, until 
one-third of the world's visible supply 
of gold is held here. Net imports of 
gold have amounted in three years to 
*1,115.000,000. and in addition millions 
of dollars worth of American securities 
held abroad have been returned here in 
exchange 
for 
merchandise. Millions 
also have been invested in foreign se- 
curities and government loans and the 
United States has made loans to the al- 
lied governments amounting to $2.250,- 
000,000 to the close of. the fiscal year 
1917. 


"Three years ago the suggestion that 
tne United States

But Meyer London is not wholly a 


calamity. Most good causes are bet- 
ter from having a kicker or two.

THE RUSSIAN PEACE 


Judging from the proposals of peace 


between Russia and Germany, it ap- 
pears that the Bolshevist officials are 
yielding' practically everything of ad- 
vantage to the 
Teutons. Germany 


holds the conquered territory sind ar- 
ranges for control of the Raliic' and 
Black seas, together with commercial 
intercourse, "kultur" and exploitation 
such as will soon make the entire 
Russian dominions the base of sup- 
plies from which she can draw not 
only food and material in abundance 
but as many men as she may require. 


Lenine and Trotzky are simply sell- | 


ing out the nation to Germany in the j 
most flagrant manner. They ssk the j 
ambassadors of 
the Entente powers j 


which Russia has deserted to join in I 
the peace negotiations, but it is nnt j 
likely that these diplomats will be al- 
lowed to have any hand in such be- i 
trayal of Russia. They may, however, 
protest against this obvious betrayal i 
of the allied cause by the Bolsheviki 
Hrho temporarily represent the Russian 
people. 


The mere withdrawal of Russia 


would be bad enough, but her agree- 
ment to supply the needs of Germany 
will offset the effect of the allied 
blockade of German ports. 
It will 


give the Central powers a new lease 
of life and new strength to maintain j 
the war for one or two years longer,

Invisible enemies In circulating i 
ciouBly. untruthful stories as to short- 
age of foodstuffs and the alleged com- 
mandeering of housekeepers' stores is 
to be combated by the women's com 
jnltteo of the council of national do 
fense. 
A meeting is called for this 
afternoon at 3 in Huntington hall. 
"There is u. new and highly impor- 
tant task," announces the 
women's 
committee, "confronting the women of 
America, one which 
if successfully 
handled may do much toward prevent- 
ing possible riots and bloodshed. This 
is the matter of stamping out the many 
viciously untruthful stories concerning 
alleged commandeering of .the house- 
keeper's stores by the government and 
false rumors of shortages of various 
foodstuffs and other essentials. 
"These stories doubtless have their 
origin in the minds of certain German 
propagandists, and if allowed to so 
on undenied, may work the havoc that 
is intended among people who are not 
informed. 
"The three 
latest 
buying drives, 
where whole cities have been cleared 
out of matches, laundry blue and salt, 
by panicky housewives, can be direct- 
ly ascribed to some such influence. 
The federal food administration an- 
nounces that there is no shortage in 
any of these; that the national stock 
la as large as ever, with no possibility 
of a shortage with a normal demand 
by- consumers. 
"The case of laundry blue is perhaps 
the most .significant. 
Rumor of a 
shortage was traced to Jersey City, 
where it is believed that it had its 
origin with a group of German agents. 
It was stated that laundry blue con- 
tained Prussian blue, 
which 
would 
eoon be unobtainable and this 
lent 
strength to the rumor. 
"The fact that the buying drives 
have come in successive waves point 
to a belief held by the federal food 
administration that other fake rumors 
may be expected at any time and steps 
must be taken to nullify these."

She believes thaf 
they might also make the rope anc 
twine used, and be relied

Mrs. Axtell sees no 
limit to "woman's ability in any of the 
suggested spheres, and her opinion is 
g-iven after keen, careful study of the 
situation from many angles. 
"The hazards among the women who 
are replacing the men in war work wil" 
be greater than ever before," said Mra 
Axtell, "and it is most important that 
women be prepared to do their part.

of profits on drugs manufactured in 
this country on licenses to uso Ger- 
man-owned patents is being excrcisud 
by tho federal trade commission to 
reduce the high prices which havo pre- 
vailed since the war began. In an- 
nouncing today that the Abbott labor- 
atories of . Chicago had been .licensed 
to manufacture "veronal," a hypnotic 
and nervo calmative, the commission 
said that the drug would be produced 
for £20 a pound and sold "at a 15 per 
cent, profit." 
Tho present price is 


$40 a pound. The drug hereafter will 
be known as "barbital." 
The Rector Chemical Co. and the 
Farbwerko Noechst Co., both of New 
York, were licensed to manufacture 
"novocaln." a local anaesthetic exten- 
sively used in surgery, which in fu- 
ture will bo called "procaine." Recent 
sales havo been made at a rate of $V20 
a pound, but tho Rector Co. believes 
the drug can bo made

$65 and

lake. 
Wilraingtonians, on the other 
hand, would have to adopt the sumo 
course of 
locomotion if they would 
•each the community by tho Concord. 
Superintendent Vining told the com- 
mission that- the 35 schoolchildren af- 
fected by the discontinuance would 
have to be transported to their des- 
tination by automobiles or ether ve- 
hicles if the trolley service was sus- 
pended. Questioned by Chairman M.ae- 
teod, he said that the revenue going: to 
the Bay State through schoolchildren's 
transportation, amounted to $300 year- 
ly. He was willing and the parents 
of the children wero willing, he said, 
for the company to charge full fares 
for pupils. 
Mr. Vining charged that 
although the company had agreed to

November 20, 1917.

located, was once a good-sized ..village, 
but you would not know it to" look at 
it now. 
I have visited one of the larger cit- 
ies about 25 miles fr,om here. 
It was 
not destroyed although the enemy army 
passed through there at 
one time. 
Thrtre are some nice churches in Low- 
ell but I think that they are not quite 
as nice as these over hero in France 
which were probably built hundreds 
01! years ago. 
Both on the Inside ,and 
outside sand bags arp piled up 
high 
around the statues and carving to pro- 
tect them from air raids. 
I suppose the boys got a great send- 
on! when they left L*owell and I hope 
they did, 
We had a pretty lonesome 
trip on the way over; there was noth- 
ing to pee hut water and not one 
drop of that was fit to drink. We land- 
ed in 
and started from there 
for our camp in the south of England. 
We had been riding: In the trains for 
about nine hours and it was midnight 
when we started our hike. We stayed 
at that camp about four days and then 
•the five regiments went to London for 
a review: 
It waa some sight. T have seen large 
crowds in Lowell on different holidavs 
but none could compare with 
the 
crowd in London on Wednesday. Aug. 
loth. 
The boys sure got a great re- 
ception from the 
people alone: 
the 
streets. 
We passed 
the 
king: and 
tjueen in front of Buckingham palace 
and went into Green park where lunch 
was served to the five regiments. We 
were also reviewed by the American 
ambassador and by Admiral Sims, and 
at last "Yankee Doodle" 
could- say 
that he "went to London" 
and 
lie 
wasn't riding on "a. hayrack." 
It was 
too bad that the countries were so far 


apart that the people In the 
United 


States could not see the welcome that 
those five regiments received. 


I suppose Old Frit* might have got 
us on the way over but we didn't see 
one of his U-boats on the way across. 
We-went back to camp and stayed 
there for a few days until we started 
again for the so.uth of England to tho 
seaport where wo boarded tho 
boat 
that brought us to France. 
"Sunny France," they say; but I fail 
to sec it so far. 
All we get is rain 
and then some..and at this writing it 
is raining pretty hard. There is a good- 
sized town about five, miles from our 
present camp which tho boys have vis- 
ited off and on. 
There one can see 
in real life the buildings and 
people 
that we had been used to seeing in 
moving pictures at home. We've gone 
to the "movies" several 
times over 
here but the pictures were the same 
that we had seen in America two yeara 
ago.

pretty well 
great trip for sightseers to come over 
h^n; after the war. 
Things were 
pretty 
noisy around 
here this 
morning about breakfast 
time. It seemed like a reproduction of 
the American Fourth of July but on a 
larger scale. Although we are located 
quite R. way behind the lines one could 
hear the big: guns very plainly and 
when they started in on their morning 
hymn the ground and buildings shook. 


The boys of this company are fixed 
pretty well as far as shelter is 
con- 
cerned. We are living in low huts with 
five blankets, a cot and two stoves, so 
it {3 not as bad as one might think.

The French people sura have used the 
boys from America O.K.. and wherever 
one goes he'will see them together on 
the streets. The boys from Australia 
are about as tine a bunch of men as 
one would want to meet. 
Well, I think I have written quite a 
lot for one time, so I will close as the 
censor may get tired of reading this 
long story.

Dec. IS.—America's 
"•cendancy to financial supremacy in 
tba. world in the brief space bt three 
years, gives every promise of continu- 
ing after peace comes, according to the 
aanual report ot the bureau of foreieu 
and domestic commerce. 
It is probable that the demand bv 


European countries," the report says, 
"especially Russia, France and Bel- 
gium, for building material, machinery 
railway equipment and other construc- 
tion and reconstruction material will be 
larger than during the war. Much of 
our new business in South and Central 
America, Australia and the far east, as 
well as in Africa, is expected to be p«r 
nianent, especially in view of our in 
created purchases of raw materials and 
foodstuffs from these countries." 
Since 1914 the flow of gold has been 
steadily toward the United States in 
payment for this country's goods, unti 
one-third of the world's visible supply 
of fold is held here. Net imports o 
gold have amounted in three years to 
tl. 115,000,000, and in addition millions 
of dollars worth of American securities. 
held abroad have been returned here In

It is this new trade which the bureau 
is organizing: to aid American manufac- 
turers to retain after the war; and 
which Burwell S. Cutler, chief of the 
bureau, says can be done despite the 
United States becoming a belligerent, 
adding:

Exports to North American countries

$113,000,000 to 
$380,000,000. Sales to 
Oceania rose from ?S4,000,000-to $111 - 
000,000' and to Africa from $28,000,000 
to $53,000,000. 
An Interesting fact recorded in the 
report is that war has not stimulated 
exports of raw materials, which are 
needed at home and which it is difficult 
to ship owing to the war, although ex- 
ports of cotton showed a recovery to 
$543,000,000 after the depression in tho 
market during the first two years of 
the war. 


For the first time In the history ot 
the United States, Europe took second 
place m selling goods to the United 
States. Imports of $766.000,000 
from 
North America during the fiscal year

were greater by $156,000,000 than 
the imports from Europe. The increase 
in purchases from 
North American 
countries was due largely to the great- 
er value of sugar purchased from Cuba.

Thompson, call- 
ing his attention to the high rate of 
infant mortality in Lowell and the ad- 
visability of employing two additional 
health nurses, one by the guild and thu 
other by tho city. 
The mayor-elect 
has replied that ho will be glad to 
meet tho guild workers at their con- 
venience. 
The two letters follow: 
Lowell, Mass., Dec. 14, 1917. 
Mr. Perry Thompson. 
My Dear Sir: As president oC the 
Lowell guild, may I offer congratula- 
tions upon your recent election as 
mayor? 
I am sure that during your term of 


office you will be interested in all that 
pertains to the welfare of the city. 1 
wish therefore to bring to your atten- 
tion the need for additional health 
nurses. 'The Lowell Guild, which at 
present supervises the school nurses, 
in connection with its own district 
nurse work would be very glad to of- 
fer its service tor the supervision nf 
further health work by the city, and 
particularly in baby welfare work. 
The very high death rate in Lowell, 
among children under one year of age, 
emphasizes the need of an aggres- 
sive campaign to conserve child life, 
and prevent such an appalling infant 
mortality. With this end in view the 
guild hopes shortly to employ one adr 
dltional child welfare nurse, and if it 
were possible for the city to supply 
another an appreciable decrease in the 
death rate might be accomplished. 
Such a nurse should have the spe- 
cial training for this work as given 
by the 
Boston Instructive 
District 
Nursing association, and I suppose iu 
the case of being employed by the 
city, must also have passed a civil ser- 
vice examination. " This is a meas- 
ure urged and recommended by the 
state board of health, which has ap- 
pointed a child welfare .conservation 
committee for Lowell, of which I have 
the honor to be chairman. The coun- 
cil of the Lowell guild would be verj 
jjlad if you would grant' us an inter- 
view for the discussion of the matter 
of health nurses, before the budget 
for the year is completed. 
With every good wish for your suc-

Certain it Is that if 
be had not so voted, he would be kick- 
ed out of Ms job; and equally certain 
is it that, If congress goes to firing its 
members who stick to the demands of 
their districts, pretty exclusively, we'll 
•ee a, lovely procession of congressmen 
homeward bound. 


But Meyer London is not wholly a 


calamity. Most good causes are bet- 
ter from having a kicker or two. It 
would be mighty bad if we all settled 
back in absolute safety and perfectly 
complete unanimity. London at least 
shows us where kaiserism is and what 
it's at With the fierce little socialis- 
tic boil on the back of our neck, we 
are not likely to oversleep.

When he has loyally 
stuck by the job for, say, 40 years 
and become unfitted for anything else, 
you "turn him out to grass" himself, 
exclusively, to find the grass.

riers. And, last jwur,. your po»to»ce 
department returned you a not surplus 
of 16,827,236.07! 


Moreover, in the last session of your 


congress you raised the pay of all gov- 
ernment' employes except 
those of 


your underpaid, profit-making 
post- 


office department. 


Now, 
don't try to dodge the respon- 


sibility! Don't -try to satisfy yourself 
by saying that it's up to congress! 
It 


is your congress. The shame'and in- 
justice of this thing are roosting right 
on your doorstep. It is your congress, 
your money, your 
employes, nobody 


else's, and so the whole responsibility 
is yours. Write to your congressmen 
and senators and urge that they in- 
crease the pay of your faithful postal 
empioyes, with your money so as to 
give them a wage commensurate with 
the value of their service according to 
present day standards.

THE RUSSIAN PEACE 


Judging from "the proposals of peace 


between Russia and Germany, it ap- 
pears that the BolshevlH officials' are 
yielding practically everything of ad- 
vantage to the Teutons. Germany 
holds the conquered territory and ar- 
ranges for control of the Baltic and 
Black seas, together with commercial 
intercourse, "kultur" and exploitation 
such as will soon make the entire 
Russian dominions the base of sup- 
plies from which she can draw not 
only food and material in abundance 
but as many men as she may require. 


Lenine and Trotzky are simply sell- 


ing out the nation to Germany in the 
most flagrant manner. They ask the 
ambassadors of the Entente powers 
which Russia has "deserted to join in 
the peace negotiations, but it is not 
likely that these diplomats will be al- 
lowed to have any hand in such be- 
trayal of Russia. They may, however, 
protest against this obvious betrayal 
of the allied cause by the Bolshevik! 
•who temporarily represent the Russian 
people. 


The mere withdrawal of Russia 


would be bad enough, but her agree- 
ment to supply the needs of Germany 
will offset the effect of the allied 
blockade of German ports. 
It will 


give the Central powers a new lease 
of life and new strength to maintain 
the war for one or two years longer. 


The population of 
the conquered 


territory in Russia alone is 20,000,000. 
The men from this area can be drafted 
for war after the peace with Russia. 
Moreover the German prisoners re- 
leased from Russia will number nearly 
a million men, most of whom will be 
returned to service at the front. Thus 
it appears that before the United 
Slates gets into the war Germany will 
be able to strike a tremendous blow 
on the western front and she is now 
making extensive 'preparations 
with 


that end in view. She will also be 
able to raise fortifications along the 
greater part of the 
western 
front 


against the expected spring drive. 


It was hoped the spring v.-ould see 


the end of the struggle; but in view 
of the new power given to Germany 
by Russia, tha.t hope has practically 
vanished. For the immediate 
future 


the Central powers have gained more 
by the collapse of Russia than have 
the allies by the espousal of their 
cause by the United States.

n,art« h£,h ^e comlns: peace will bo 
made by the democracy rather than bv 
capitalistic diplomacy." The document 
also says: "The methods emDloved 
remove Mr. Henderson from 


derstanding' upon the problems of Eu- 
rope as will receive the co-operative 
support of all the democracies, without 
which there can be no lasting peace," 
The Amalgamated Society of Engi- 
neers calls upon the government "to 
tttipose at once a levy of 25 per cent 
on the whole capital wealth 
of the 
country, to be levied on all persons in 
possession of more than £1000, to be 
followed by further levies for the pur- 
pose of eTting-uishing- the national debt 
and compelling the rich classes to re-
